Every believer is referred to as a Christian 
soldier, who has been chosen by the Lord Je- 
sus Christ (2 Timothy 2:3-4). His equipment 
for the battle against Satanic enemies is de-

According to 2 Corinthians 11:1-4, there is 
another Jesus, another Spirit, and another 
gospel. This other gospel is not another, but 
the real gospel perverted by men who are the 
secret agents of Satan (Galatians 1:6-9).

GOD WROTE THE ONLY BIBLE THAT CAN 
SAVE AND SUSTAIN SPIRITUAL LIFE 


The Bible we can trust has a pure blood 
stream and, just as in the physical, all spiri- 
tuallife depends upon blood, the precious blood 
of Christ (Exodus 12:13; Hebrews 9:22; 1 Pe- 
ter 1:18-19). 


Every part of the human body is said to be 
alive when the blood stream properly circu- 
lates through it. This is because "The life of 
the flesh is in the blood (Leviticus 17:11). Ina 
similiar manner the life of every believer is in 
the God-inspired, blood circulating, words of 
the Bible (1 Peter 1:18-19; Romans 10:17). The 
Lord Jesus Said: "The words that I speak unto 
you. they are Spirit and they are life! (John 
6:63) 


God wrote through king Solomon: "Incline 
thine ear unto my sayings. Let them not dep:.rt 
from thine eyes; keep them in the midst of 
thine heart. For they are life unto those that 
find them, and health to all their flesh" (Prov- 


erbs 4:20-22(. Since only blood can sustain hu- 
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man life, there can be no substitute. In like 
manner there can be no substitute for the Word 
of God which is the only thing that can give and 
sustain spiritual life. 


BIBLE CORRUPTION IS BLOOD POISON 


Put poison anywhere in the blood stream and 
the whole becomes poisoned. Just so with the 
Word of God. When words are added or sub- 
tracted, Bible inspiration is destroyed, and the 
Spiritual blood stream is poisoned. In this re- 
spect the revised Bibles of our day seem to 
have become spiritual guineapigs, with multi- 
ple hypodermic shots-in-the-arm by so called 
Doctors of Divinity, who have used the serum 
of scholasticism well mixed with modern free- 
thinking textual criticism. When the Bible 
words are tampered with, and substitution is 
made, the Bible becomes a dead thing with ne1- 
ther power to give or sustain life. Of course, 
even under these conditions, it is possible to 
build up church membership, and report many 
professions. But what about regeneration? Are 
they born again? No person can be born agaih 
without the Holy Spirit, and it is evident the 
Holy Spirit is not going to use a poisoned blood 
Stream to produce healthy christians. There- 
fore, beware, beware, lest your faith become 
marred through the reading of corrupted Re- 
vised Versions of the Bible. 


The Bible God wrote does not speak with 
"Words which man's wisdom teacheth, but with 
(Words) which the Holy Spirit teacheth," see 
(1 Corinthians 2:13). It is evident that most of 
modern Bible versions and paraphrases are the 
products of man's wisdom, which has rejected 
the wisdom of God. (2 Timothy 3:16) says 
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"ALL scripture is given by inspiration of God: 
Therefore, saving faith MUST accept the whole 
Word of God as an unbreakable unit." The 
scripture CANNOT be broken, "(John 10:35). 


FAITH CAN BE NO MORE PERFECT 
THAN GOD'S WORD WHICH PRODUCES IT 


A fundamental law of the Spirit is: "Faith 
comes by hearing and hearing by the Word of 
God," (Romans 10:17). "For by grace are ye 
saved through faith," (Ephesians 2:8). You see 
at once that faith can be no more perfect than 
the word which produced it. If the Word is 
corrupt, then the resulting faith which comes 
from it will also be corrupt and without life- 
giving essentials. 


The true Bible is the Word of God, because 
God himself selected the words and gave them 
to man. "For the prophecy (scriptures) came 
not in old time by the will of man: but holy men 
of God spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Spirit," (2 Peter 1:21). Notice this important 
fact, not one word came by the will of man. 
Many other scriptures emphasize this truth. 
Therefore, since the Word of God did not come 
by the will of man, any portion changed by the 
will of man must result in corruption. Only an 
unaltered Bible can produce a perfect, soul- 
saving faith. 


THE GOD-INSPIRED BIBLE HAS LIFE, 
PERSONALITY, PERFECTION, JUDGMENT 


"The Word of God is quick (living), and pow- 
erful, and sharper than any two edged sword, 
piercing even to the dividing asunder of soul 
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and spirit, and of the joints and marrow, and 
is a discerner (Greek kritikos or critic) of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart. Neither is 
there any creature that is not manifest in "HIS" 
sight: but ALL THINGS" are naked and opened 
unto the eyes of 'Him" with whom we have to 
do," (Hebrews 4:12-13). In this scripture the 
Word of God is personified and given qualities 
belonging only to a living person. Here the 
Word is "Logos" as in John 1:1, where the 
Word is Christ. We are told that God's Word 
is quick, meaning that it is alive with the very 
life of God dwelling in it. The Word is des- 
cribed as having power to pierce, to divide, to 
discern or criticize; also as having the faculty 
of sight, perception and judgment. The Lord 
Jesus said: "The Word that I have spoken, the 
same shall judge him in the last day' (John 12: 
48). The Word of God is said to be alive, be- 
cause it is so vitally connected with the divine 
virgin born, Only Begotten Son of God, that His 
never-ending eternal life permeates it, and 
flows out to whomsoever will receive it. 


NATURAL MAN IS NOT CAPABLE OF 
CRITICIZING THE BIBLE GOD WROTE 


"As it is written, eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard, neither have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath prepared for 
them that love Him. But God hath revealed 
them unto us by His Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of 
God. Which things we speak, not in the words 
which man's wisdom teacheth, but words which 
the Holy Spirit teacheth.' (These words col- 
lectively we call the Bible). "But the natural 
man (one who is not born again) receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for they are 
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foolishness unto him: neither can he know them, 
because they are spiritually discerned, " (1 Cee 
rinthians 2:9-14). 


Again the natural man is described as: Hav- 
ing the understanding darkened, being alienated 
from the life of God through the ignorance that 
is in them, because of the blindness of their 
heart," (Ephesians 4:18). "And even as they 
did not like to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a reprobate mind," 
(Romans 1:28). "But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost: In whom the God of 
this world (the Devil) hath blinded the minds of 
them which believe not, lest the light of the 
glorious gospel of Christ, who is the image of 
God should shine unto them," (2 Corinthians 4: 
3-4). "And in them is fulfilled the prophecy of 
Isaias, which saith, by hearing ye shall hear, 
and shall not understand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and shall not perceive; for this people's 
heart is waxed gross, and their ears are dull 
of hearing, and their eyes have they closed; 
lest at any time they should see with their 
eyes and hear with their ears, and should un- 
derstand with their heart, and should be con- 
verted, and I should heal them, " Matthew 13:14 
-15). "Let them alone," said the Lord, "They 
be blind leaders of the blind. And if the blind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into the ditch," 


GOD'S WORD IS LIKE A HIVE OF BEES 


The Bible, in many ways, is like a hive of 
bees. Each word, like a working bee, delivers 
delectable heavenly sweetness to every chris- 
tian. Likewise Bible words carry a stinger, 
sharper than any two edged sword, for protec- 
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tion against all enemies, (Hebrews 4:12, Ephe- 
sians 6:17). It contains 773,692 bee-like words 
each having Spirit powered wings by which to 
apply the stinger of conviction and condemna- 
tion to any enemy who would dare to tamper 
with it and try to substitute man's philosophic 
honey for the sweetness of divine inspiration. 


The final sting of death will be administered 
on the day of judgment. The Lord Jesus said, 
"He that rejecteth me, and receiveth not my 
words, hath one that judgeth him: the word that 
Ihave spoken, the same shall judge him, (ap- 

ly the sting of eternal death) in the last day," 
l John 12:48 ). Therefore the Bible, like a 
swarm of bees, is able to protect and preserve 
itself.

"gentle unto all men, apt to teach, patient," (2 
Timothy 2:24). 
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Chapter Two 


HISTORICALLY ONLY TWO STREAMS 
OF BIBLES HAVE COME TO US 


A correlated historical summary of textual 
criticism reveals that only two streams of Bi- 
bles have come to us. These are tne products 
of two separate religious systens. First, the 
true christian religion puts the inspired Word 
of God above everything else. The other sys- 
iem puts something above the Bible, or places 
human tradition in a chair of equal authority 
with it. At the council of Trent, (1546) 53 pre- 
lates made a decree declaring that the Apocry- 
phal books, together with unwritten tradition 
are of God, and are to be received and vener- 
ated as the Word of God. (1) See foot-note. 


At first the only scriptures in existance were 
those given by inspiration of God, (2 Peter 1:21) 
These messages were put into writing, and 
when placed into book form they became Bible 
number one, the true Word of God. This 
stream has come to us crystal clear, through 
the divine providence of God's omniscience. 
It's pure, life-giving water of God's inspired 
Word has power to produce saving faith, (Ro- 
mans 10:17). 


The other Bibles have come to us in a 
stream whose waters are clouded with the 
"Mud" of philosophic, scholastic textual criti- 
cism, and seems in part to be based upon the 
reasonings of the "natural man, '(1Corinthians 
2:14). The source of this stream is uncertain,

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hypothetical, and untrustworthy. It has pro- 
duced a multiplicity of Bible versions which 
differ so much from each other that the result 
is faith repelling confusion. 


If pollution can be found at the source of any 
stream, the whole will be permeated with con- 
tamination. Right here is the answer to most 
of the questions being asked today, regarding 
the Bible version mystery. Faith destroying 
contamination exists at the source of this 
stream, Read on and you will find plenty of 
evidence to satisfy an honest heart. 


A SECRET PLOT OF

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MOST BIBLE VERSIONS HAVE COME TO US 
FROM CORRUPTED MANUSCRIPTS 


Above, in the words of the Bible, we have a 
description of the beginning of the stream of 
corrupted Bible manuscripts, which are evi- 
dently used as the basis for many contradicting 
and confusing Bible versions now being widely 
emphasized. "Even before the death of the a- 
postles, there was a strong disposition on the 
part of the great out-lying world, to destroy 
the new religion. ''(1) 


Within the first hundred years after the death 
of the apostles, Irenaeus said concerning Mar- 
cion, the agnostic: "Wherefore also Marcion 
and his followers have betaken themselves to 
mutilating the scriptures, not acknowledging 
some books at all; and curtailing the gospel ac- 
cording to Luke; and the epistles of Paul they 
assert that these alone are authentic, which 
they themselves shortened." (2) "The attack on 
christianity dealt largely with the Seriptures,(3) 
Epiphanius in his treatise the "Panarion" de- 
scribes not less than eighty heretical parties(4) 
In this way each party planned to further their 
own. ends. 


"The worst corruptions to which the New 
Testament has ever been subjected, originated 
within a hundred years after it was composed. 
The African Fathers, and the whole western, 
with a portion of the Syrian Church, used far 
inferior manuscripts to those employed by E- 
rasmus, or Stephens thirteen centuries later

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when molding the TEXTUS RECEPTUS' (1). 
Those who were corrupting Bible Manuscripts 
said that they were correcting them. Corrupted 
copies were so prevalent that agreement be- 
tween them was hopeless (2). 


Somewhere around the year 175 A, D.,Tatian 
wrote a harmony of the four gospels which was 
called the Diatessaron. This was so notorious- 
ly corrupt that a bishop of Syria was compelled 
to throw out of his churches two hundred copies 
because church members were taking it for the 
true gospel (3). 


WARRING SECTS WERE 
BROUGHT TOGETHER AROUND 
CONSTANTINE'S ORIGEN-EUSEBIAN BIBLE 


A potential condition of peace was brought a- 
bout, and these warring sects were consofi- 
dated under the iron hand of Constantine around 
the year 331 A.D. This was accomplished, by 
adopting a Bible which combined pure scripture 
with à number of conflicting Revised Versions 
in such à way as to give sanction to both Chris- 
tain and pagan religions. (Like our modern Ec- 
umenical Movement). 


Origen, one of the world's foremost theolo- 
gians, (185-254 A.D.), taught that the "Logos" 
is ''ktisma,'' meaning the Lord Jesus Christ is 
a created being, who did not have eternal exis- 
tence as God. (See pages 900-902, Vol. 16, 1936 
edition Encyclopedia Britannica). Eusebius was 
a great admirer of Origen, and a student of his 
philosophy. He had just edited the fifth column 
of the Hexapla which was Origen's Bible. Con-

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stantine chose this, and asked Eusebius to pre- 
pare 50 copies for him. Dr. Ira M. Price re- 
fers to this as follows: "Eusebius of Caesarea 
(260-340) the first church historian, assisted 
by Pamphillus or vice versa, issued with all 
it's critical remarks the fifth column of the 
Hexapla, with alternative. readings from the 
other columns, for use in Palestine. The Em- 
peror Constantine gave orders that 50 copies of 
this edition should be prepared for use in the 
churches" (4).'Sir Robert Anderson,L.C.B.,L 
L.D., page 48, The Church and the Bible, says 
"Constantine, the wolf of paganism openly as- 
sumed the sheep's clothing of the Christian re- 
ligion." 


Several textual authorities believe that the 
Sinaitic and Vatican manuscripts are two extant 
copies of the 50 Greek scriptures copied for. 
Constantine by Eusebius in 331 A.D., (notes 1-7) 
In the minds of those who are well informed; 
the Latin Vulgate; the Vaticanus; the Sinaiticus; 
the Hexapla; Jerome; Eusebius; and Origin; are 
terms which are inseparable. "Things equal to 
the same thing are equal to each other. 


Eusebius, besides making copious use of the 
gospels, did not hesitate to introduce material 
from the Apocryphal writings, traditions and 
all other available sources. He even incorpo- 
rated without change much of the legendary 
matter of Hegesippus (8). This is the declara-

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tion of history which describes the character of 
the man reputed to be the author of the Sinaitic 
and Vatican manuscripts. 


The first appearance of the Vatican MS is 
1481 A.D., when it was discovered in the Vati- 
can library. According to authorities the date 
of it's writing is placed within the years of 325 
to 350 A.D. This date fits in with the conviction 
of those who claim that it is the product of Eu- 
sebius who was ordered by Emperor Constan- 
tine to make 50 copies of the scriptures in 331. 


The Sinaitic Manuscript is said to have been 
discovered by Tischendorf in the monastary of 
St. Catherine at Mt. Sinai in 1844 A.D. The 
date of its writing is placed at around 340 A.D. 
For the most part it is in agreement with the 
Vaticanus; therefore, from all indications it 
could have been written by Eusebius (1). 


Jerome wrote his Latin Vulgate in 382 A.D. 
and the Vaticanus and Sinaiticus were written 
around 331. Since Jerome's Vulgate is largely 
in agreement with these two manuscripts, do 
you suppose there could have been a connection 
between them ? Looks very probable doesn't it? 
Things equal to the same thing are equal to 
each other. There were plenty of Jerome's 
Latin Vulgates available in 1611, In the fourth 
century, Helvidius, a great scholar of northern 
Italy, aecused Jerome of using corrupt Greek 
manuscripts (2). With these thoughts in mind, 
the arguments about these two old manuscripts 
the Sinaiticus, and Vaticanus, not being avail- 
able for the translators in 1611 seems very 
weak. Other manuscripts like them were not 
considered canonical and were discarded by the 
scholars who gave us the King James Bible.

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THE UN-DEIFYING OF CHRIST, 
PHILOSOPHY OF ARIANISM, IS WITH US 


The Arian philosophy, evidently handed down 
through Origen; Lucian of Antioch; Eusebius of 
Caesarea; and Eusebius of Nicomedia and oth- 
ers; centers around the idea that the Lord Je- 
sus Christ is a created being. However far the 
Son may surpass other created beings he re- 
mains himself a mere creature, continuing 
subordinate to, and not equal with God. 


Another writer says, Arianism, by denying 
the divinity of Christ, declaring Him to be, 
though the first and highest, yet a created be- 
ing, keeps man immeasurably distant from God 
prevents him from knowing Him as God our 
Saviour, and would leave us to tben vague hope 
of attaining to something higher than we now 
experience, by improvement of our own char- 
acter" (1). 


THE AMERICAN STANDARD VERSION 


An indication that Arianism, the un-deifying 
of Christ, is with us today is to be found in the 
foctnote of the American Standard Versión at 
John 9:38. In verse 35 the Lord Jesus asks the 
man born blind if he believes on the Son of God 
In verse 38 he replies: "Lord, I believe, and 
he worshipped Him." In the footnote the trans- 
lators plainly reveal the fact that they do not 
believe in the deity of Christ, but refer to Him 
as a mere creature of Adam's race, Turn to 
this in your American Standard Version (1901 
edition) and see for yourself. Referring to the 
word "worship" the note reaas: "The Greek 
word denotes an act of reverence, whether paid 
to a creature (AS HERE) or to the creator."

117 A.D. also taught that Joseph was the father 
of the Lord Jesus Christ (1). 


THE COUNCIL OF NICAEA 325 A.D. 


The Arian controversy caused such a stir a- 
mong the early christians that Constantine 
called the Council of Nicaea in the year 325 AD. 
The Ariens seriously objected to the term 
"Consubstantial" referring to the Lord Jesus 
as being of one substance, or essence, with the 
Father. Eusebius himself, classed as an Arian, 
refused to accept this term. Then he weakened, 
and with Constantine professed to accept. But 
at a later date Constantine is said to have 
changed, and with Eusebius, turned to a more 
conciliatory policy (2). 


"Two years after the council of Nicaea, Con- 
stantine received Arius back from exile, and in 
the reign of his son Constantius all the bishop- 
rics were filled by Arian bishops; the govern- 
ment now became Arian, persecuted the ortho- 
dox church as formerly it had done the Arians. 
Arianism lasted nearly three centuries as a 
state religion in a number of countries" (3). 


One of the most outstanding testimonies to 
the Deity of the Lord Jesus is in Acts 8:37. 
Before his baptism the eunuch said: "I believe 
that Jesus Christ is the Son of Goa.' Most 
modern versions and paraphrases of the New 
Testament omit this verse; yet Acts 8:37 is

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mentioned by both Irenaeus and Cyprian in the 
second and third centuries. This proves that 
this verse must have been in codices of both 
the Greek and Latin churches long before the 
Sinaitic and Vatican manuscripts were brought 
into existance (1), 


It is important to notice that the term "Lord" 
is taken away from Jesus. At other times Jesus 
is taken away from "Lord." Many more changes 
of this kind are made in the New American 
Standard Bible and others. Thus, the Arian 
teaching, that the Lord Jesus is not fully equal 
to God, but occupies a place of subordination is 
still with us today in our modern Bible versions 
Faith can be no more perfect than the Word 
which produces it. The Lord Jesus Christ was 
declared to be the Son of God with power by the 
resurrection from the dead (Romans 1:4). Jesus 
said: "I and the Father are ONE'(John 10:30). 


THE ENGLISH REVISION COMMITTEE MADE 
PLANS FOR THE REVISED VERSION BIBLE 


In 1870 Bible scholars in the Church of En- 
gland decided that something should be done to 
bring the English reader nearer to the reader 
of the original Bible languages. So in February, 
1870, Bishop Wilberfore, of the Convocation of 
Canterbury, Southern Province of the Church 
of England, arranged for a committee to confer 
with any committee which might be appointed by 
the Convocation of the Northern Province 
(York), to report on the desirability of a revi- 
sion of the Authorized Version of the New Tes- 
tament, and of the Old Testament also. Such 
revision called for marginal notes or otherwise 
in all passages where plain and clear errors 
are found in the text, whether in the riebrew or 
Greek basic texts, or in the translation made

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from them. The Convocation of the Northern 
Province refused to take part in the proposed 
Bible revision, stating that they were in favor 
of correcting certain blemishes in translation, 
but would "deplore any recasting of the text." 
They did not favor tampering with the original 
Hebrew and Greek manuscripts; THEREFORE 


THEY APPROVED THE TEXTUS RECEPTUS. 


On May 3, 1870, the Southern Canterbury 
Convocation continued making plans for revi- 
sion, One of their five resolutions was: That 
we do not contemplate any new translation of 
the Bible, or any alteration of the language, ex- 
cept within the judgment of the most competent 
Scholars such change is necessary. Their 
working rule number one was: To introduce as 
few alterations as possible into the text of the 
Authorized Version consistently with faithful— 
ness. Rule four stated the text to be adopted be 
that for which the evidence is decidedly pre- 
ponderating, and that when the text so adapted 
differs from that from which the Authorized 
Version was made, the alteration be indicated 
in the margin" (1). From the above description 
the plan of the revision Committee seemed to 
be good. 


WESTCOTT & HORT REJECTED 
THE GOD-INSPIRED TEXTUS RECEPTUS 
AND SUBSTITUT ED INFERIOR MANUSCRIPTS 


The worthy and well arranged plans of the 
English Revision Committee were soon over- 
thrown by the ulterior motives of two leading 
personalities. Westcott and Hort, through a 
modern process of textual criticism, divided 
all Bible Manuscripts into four families. They

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labeled the'SMA LLEST'of these groups the 
Neutral Family. Then they chose it as being 
the most substantial testimony on which to base 
their new Greek text, which they brought to 
light in 1881. At the focal point in the founda- 
tion of this scheme, is the Vatican manuscript 
which is kept in the Vatican in Rome. Dr. Ken- 
yon says, "The Neutral Text is pre-eminently 
and predominantly the text of the Codex Vati- 
canus" (1). "Hort elevated the Vatican Codex to 
The Chair of Authority" (2). 


NEW GREEK TEXT OF WESTCOTT & HORT 


"The Revisers of 1881 followed the guidance 
of two Cambridge editors, Westcott and Hort, 
who were constantly at their elbows, and whose 
RADICAL Greek New Testament, deviating the 
farthest from the Received Text (Textus Recep- 
tus), is to all intents and purposes the Greek 
New Testament followed by the Revision Com- 
mittee"(3). "And this Greek text, in the main, 
follows the Vatican and Sinaiticus manuscripts" 
(4). "Hort's partiality for the Vatican manu- 
script was practically absolute '(5). One can 
almost hear him say, "The Vaticanus have I 
loved, but the Textus Receptus have I hated." 
As the Sinaiticus was the brother of the Vati- 
canus, whenever pages in the latter were mis- 
sing, Hort used the former. He and Westcott 
considered that when the consensus of opinion 
of these two manuscripts favored a reading, 
that reading should be accepted as apostolic (6). 
We always come back to B, (the Vaticanus) as

"If Westcott and Hort have failed, it is by an 
over estimate of the Vatican Codex, to which, 
like Lachmann and Tregelles, they assign su- 
premacy, while Tischendorf may have given 
too much weight to the Sinaitic Codex" (2).Codex 
is a manuscript written in uncial or in capitals. 


Dr. Ellicott, in submitting the Revised Ver- 
sion to the Southern Convocation in 1881, de- 
clared that they had made between eight and 
nine changes in every five verses, and in about 
every ten verses three of these were made for 
critical purposes(3). Think on this, FOR CRIT- 
ICAL PURPOSES(3), The Vatican Codex, 
Sometimes alone, generally in accord with the 
Sinaitic, is responsible for nine-tenths of the 
most striking innovations in the Revised Ver- 
sion(4). 


NEW GREEK TEXT 
INTRODUCED SECRETLY 


The Revised Version 1881-1885, appears to 
be the product of a thorough scheme, designed 
with an ulterior purpose in view. Westcott him- 
self says: "The value of the revision is most 
clearly seen when the student considers togeth- 
eraconsiderable group of passages, which 
bear upon some article of faith. THE ACCU- 
MULATION OF SMALL DETAILS THEN PRO- 
DUCES ITS FULL EFFECT(5). Ponder this, 
weigh every word carefully. Westcott himself 
has let the "cat out of the bag." It's the accum-

ulation of what most people think is a small 
thing that counts, and the effect is wrapped up 
ina 'thorough scheme" which is for evil, and 
not for good, 


"The new Greek Testament which Westcott 
and Hort had been working on for twenty years 
was, portion by portion, SECRETLY committed 
into the hands of the Revision Committee''(1). 
"Their Greek text was strongly radical and 
revolutionary'(2). The Greek text of Westcott 
and Hort (1881) is the private enterprise of two 
men from a very limited and select number of 
manuscripts(3). 


Dr.Scrivener informs us that there are 2,864 
cursive and uncial manuscripts of the New 
Testament in whole or in part. It has been ac- 
knowledged, even by some enemies, that nine- 
teen-twentieths of these manuscripts are in ac- 
cord with the Received Text (The Textus Re- 
ceptus). Yet Westcott and Hort turned away 
from allthis testimony, and elevated the Vati- 
canus and Sinaiticus to the chair of authority (4) 
Evidently this is the reason why the Greek text 
of Westcott and Hort contains 5,337 changes 
from the reading of the Greek Textus Receptus 
which is the basis for the King James Version 


THE KING JAMES BIBLE IS 
DEFENDED BY BELIEVING SCHOLARSHIP 


Since 1881 the great controversy has been 
between Westcott and Hort's so called Neutral 
Text and the Textus Receptus, Dean Burgon, a

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learned textual critic and collator of Manu- 
scripts, Presbendary Miller, Dr. Scrivener 
and others, uphold the Textus Receptus because 
of the immense number of manuscripts which 
are in agreement with it. They thought the Si- 
naitic and Vaticanus, with their fellow allies, 
were scanty survivals of a corrupt tradition, 
and that they probably survived because of 
their corruption (1). 


Hoskier wrote in 1914: 'Burgon's position 
remains absolutely unshaken. He maintained 
that Aleph (The Sinaiticus) and "B" (The Vati- 
canus) were corrupted manuscripts, and he 
proved it in his " Cause of Corruption.' The 
material discovered since his day has not 
shaken his position at all. Scrivener says: "Dr. 
Hort's system therefore, is entirely destitute 
of historical foundation. His Neutral Text is 
not so neutral after all" (2). 


Others before Westcott and Hort such as 
Griesbach, Lachmann, Tischendorf, Tregelles, 
Wordsworth, and Alford, were evidently de- 
ceived or willingly followed a like channel for 
they are, for the most part, in agreement with 
Westcott and Hort. If one studies critically the 
biography of these men, noting their religious 
testimonies, it becomes evident as to why their 
Greek texts follow each other. All of these men 
have fallen into the same muddy stream of tex- 
tual criticism, which has dampened their de- 
sires to honestly investigate the virtues of the 
Textus Receptus which gave us the Authorized 
Version of 1611.

It is 
very small, with one kneeling-place; and be- 
hind a screen was a 'Pieta! the size of life (i.e. 
a Virgin and dead Christ)....Had I been alone 
I could have knelt there for hours(1)." 


Hort writes to Westcott, October 17th, 1865: 
"I have been persuaded for many years that 
Mary-worship and Jesus-worship have very 
much in common in their causes and their 
results(2)' 


THINGS EQUAL TO THE SAME THING 
ARE EQUAL TO EACH OTHER 


In conclusion, let us analyze an indisputable 
fact. All textual critics since 1611 are, for the 
most part, in agreement with the Greek Text of 
Westcott and Hort. And, since the textual foun- 
dation principles of the Westcott and Hort theo- 
ry have been proven to be based upon a false 
foundation, we can only arrive at an unavoid- 
able conclusion i.e., this whole system of Bi- 
ble translation is wrong. Therefore we con- 
clude also that all Greek texts produced since 
1611, which are in agreement with Westcott 
and Hort are founded upon the same quicksands 
of an unprovable hypothesis. Since Westcott 
and Hort!'s text is corrupt, allin agreement 
with it are corrupt also.

A version is that which is translated, or ren- 
dered from one language to another(1). The 
Textus Receptus is not a version. It is com- 
posed of basic Greek manuscript copies from 
which the King James Bible was made. So you 
see," In the case of the Bible, it is the transla- 
tion only that is subject to revision(1). If the 
Revisers of 1881 had lived up to this rule all 
would have been well. Instead of giving us a 
Revised Version, they have given us a different 


Bible constructed upon a different foundation. 
The Greek text of Westcott and Hort changed 
the reading of the Greek Textus Receptus in 
5,337 places. This changed Bible, built upon 
the shifting 'sand" of human philosophy, can- 
not be the Bible of the Apostles which was writ- 
ten by the Inspiration of the Holy Spirit accord- 
ing to (2 Peter 1:21). 


The Revision of 1881, the American Standard 
Version of 1901; The Revised Standard Version 
The Amplified, Expanded, and Paraphrased 
Bibles are in no true sense a revision of the 
King James of 1611, If they were, they would 
follow the same Greek text, the Textus Recep- 
tus. All that they should have done, was to re- 
place the obsolete words, correct a few errors 
in translation, and clarify some hard-to-be- 
understood expressions. Instead of doing this, 
the Revision Committees yielded to human ar- 
guments, and permitted the new radical Greek 
text of Westcott and Hort, having 5,337 changes 
to be SECRETLY FORCED UPON THEM, It

tus, that the so called Revised Version Bibles 
have come. The crying need of today is still 
for an honest, trustworthy revision of the King 
James Bible. However, it remains the very 
best English translation now extant.

SHOCKING FACTS 
ABOUT MODERN BIBLES 


The Revised Standard Version, from many 
angles, appears to be an arrangement of heter- 
ogeneous doctrines, brought together in such a 
way, that the Lord Jesus Christ is spoken of as 
being both the divine Son of God, and at the 
same time only a creature with a human father. 
Such a confusing situation is not new, for this 
well describes the teaching of Origen, the 
world's most outstanding theologian of the first 
century a.d. John F, Hurst says, "This incon- 
sistency of Origen, who claimed both the divin- 
ity and subordination of Christ, was the occa- 
sion of animated discussion, and it is no won- 
der that both Athanasius and Arius could draw 
with equal relish from the Origenic well." (1) 


This is another way of saying that Origen 
tried to bridge the gap and bring both the het- 
erodox and orthodox factions together around 
one book. So, if you will look, you can easily 
find parts of the RSV that clearly deny the deity 
of Christ, while in other places it states that 
Christ is divine. Peculiar situation, isn't it? In 
one place you read that an object is black. Then 
in the same book you read that the same object 
is white. In what state of mind does this situa- 
tion put the reader? Seems to us that one can- 
cels the other and leaves us in confusion. 
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ORIGEN'S DECEPTIVE 
INCONSISTENCY IS MANIFEST 


IN THE REVISED STANDARD VERSION 


Matthew 1:18-25 versus Matthew 1:16, a 
contradiction. In verses 18-25 the RSV clearly 
teaches that the Lord Jesus Christ was born of 
the Virgin Mary without an earthly father. Then 
all this is cancelled by a foot-note for verse 16. 
It reads: "Other ancient authotities read: Jo- 
seph to whom was betrothed the virgin Mary, 
was the father of Jesus who is called Christ. 
This foot-note did not appear in the New Testa- 
ment issued in 1946. Neither does it appear in 
the cheap, paper bound issues. It is found only 
in the better bound issues since 1952. Thus we 
have with us today the inconsistency of Origen 
handed down to us through Eusebius who evi- 
dently copied the Vatican and Sinaitic texts 
which are now used as the foundation for most 
of our modern revised Bibles.(1-2) 


MATTHEW 1:23 VERSUS ISAIAH 7:14 


Here we have "virgin" versus "young woman.' 
In the Septuagint, the Bible of the Greeks, the 
word almah in Isaiah 7:14 is translated virgin, 
as in the King James. Almah is used seven 
times in the Old Testament, and always means 
virgin. In the RSV the words "or Virgin" being 
added in the foot-note, could easily lead one to 
believe the term "young woman' was inserted 
in the text for a subtle purpose, thus making it 
possible for the orthodox, virgin-birth believ- 
ers, and those who deny the virgin birth to 
come together. In this way the "ground" is be- 
ing prepared for the progress of the Ecumeni- 
cal Movement (i.e. the plan to unite all relig- 
ious systems into one great body.

The RSV gives a good translation of John 
1:1-3. Then it flatly contradicts this in Prov- 
erbs 8:22 by saying: 'The Lord created me 
(referring to Christ) at the beginning of his 
work, the first of his acts of old." The King 
James has this right. "The Lord possessed me 
in the beginning of his way, before his works of 
old." Both of these scriptures refer to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


EPHESIANS 4:8 VERSUS PSALM 68:18 


KJV, "When he ascended up on high he led 
captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men," ver- 
sus RSV, "Thou didst ascend the high mount 
leading captives in thy train, and receiving 
gifts among men." By adding the word "mount 
to Psalm 68:18, the ascension of the Lord is 
limited to a mountain on earth, while in both 
scriptures the KJV refers to the place "on 
high" meaning heaven. 


THE REVISED STANDARD VERSION 
MUTILATES GOD'S WORD 


The translators of the RSV said they would 
use the words thee, thou, thy, and thine, only 
when they referred to God. If the reference 
was to a subordinate creature the words you 
and your were to be used. By this arrangement, 
the Origenic inconsistency of contradictory 
terms manifests itself again, for all 
these terms are applied to the Lord Jesus. 
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MORE CONTRADICTIONS IN THE RSV 


Psalm 2:7, "You are my son, today I have 
begotten you." Acts 13:33, "Also it is written 
in the second Psalm, "Thou art my Son, today 
Ihave begotten thee." Both of these refer to 
Christ, and in Psalm 2:7, according to the plan 
of the translators, the words should be "Thou" 
and "Thee," The Old Testament reference Says 
Christ is not divine, while in the New Testa- 
ment, the reference shows that Christ is equal 
with God. This is an outright contradiction. 


We have another sample in Psalm  110:1, 
"The Lord says to my lord: (Notice the small 
"I") "Sit at my right hand, till I make your en- 
emies your footstool;'' versus Mark 12:36," The 
Lord said to my Lord, sit at my right hand, 
till I put thy enemies under thy feet." In Psalm 
110:1, God the Father is talking to his Son, the 
Lord Jesus, in a prophetic sense. After He 
comes to earth (the Word made flesh) and 
makes salvation available by his work on the 
cross, he is to sit at the Father's right hand 
until all his enemies are put under his feet as a 
foot stool. The RSV use of "your" in Psalm 
110:1 makes the Lord Jesus a mere creature, 
while in Mark 12:36 he is deity through the use 
of the word "thy" and capital "L' for Lord. 


MARK 1:11 VERSUS MATTHEW 16:16 


In Mark 1:11 the RSV testifies to the deity of 
Christ by using the word thou. "Thou" art my 
beloved Son. In contradiction to this the RSV in 
Matthew 16:16 makes Peter deny Christ's deity 
in the use of the word "you." More than this, 
there is a contradiction within this very sen- 
tence. Notice carefully. Peter is made to say: 
"you" are the Christ, the Son of the living God. 
According to the designated use of the word

"you" it applies only toa mere subordinate 
creature. But the word Son is written with a 
capital 'S" signifying deity. So here in the 
same ten word sentence we have water from 
the "Origenic well" furnishing drink for two 
religious systems. One Bible teacher writes: 
"Of all the attacks made on Holy Scripture this 
must be said to be one of the most crafty." 


FLIES ARE IN THE OINTMENT

complete, it became the sin-curing ointment 
which we call the Bible. When it came through 
holy men it was pure and was a sweet savour of 
Christ in the nostrils of God, 2 Cor. 2:14, But 
how is it now? It has become contaminated by 
the dead flies of corrupthuman philosophy 
which has been mixed into the ointment of truth 
by the skilful, secret application of textual 
criticism. Dead flies can easily be discovered 
in the following portions of scripture in the 
Revised Standard Version. If you have a keen 
sense of smell, good spiritual discernment, you 
will be able to find many others also.

Here the Lord 
Jesus is like "a" son of one of just any of the 
pagan gods. 


HOSEA 13:9. KJV, 'O Israel, thou hast de- 
stroyed thyself; but in me is thine help." RSV, 
"I will destroy you, O Israel; who can help you? 
Here is a splendid example of how Scripture is 
often made to say exactly the opposite of what 
was given by the inspiration of God. 


MICAH 5:2. KJV, "Bethlehem, out of thee 
shall he come forth unto me that is to be ruler 
in Israel; whose goings forth have been from of 
old, from everlasting." RSV, "whose ORIGIN is 
from of old." This refers to the Lord Jesus 
and the RSV makes him a created being having 
an origin. This same corruption is inserted into 
Hebrews 2:11 where the word ORIGIN is added 
making Christ and human beings have the same 
sinful human nature. How can a child of God 
Stand before an audience and read from such a 
book? 


ZECHARIAH 9:9. KJV, "Behold, thy king 
cometh unto thee; he is just, and having salva- 
tion."

Reference to Christ's 
salvation is here removed.

MATTHEW 6:13. KJV, "For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for ev- 
er, Amen." The RSV omits all this. 


LUKE 1:34. KJV, "Then said Mary to the 
angel, how shall this be, seeing I know nota 
man?" RSV, "How can this be, since I have no 
husband?" Not even the Greek or Latin Vulgate 
will sanction this one. 


LUKE 2:49. KJV, "I must be about my Fa- 
ther's business." RSV,"I must be about my 
Father's house." 


LUKE 22:20. KJV, "Likewise also the cup 
after supper, saying, This cup is the New 
Testament in my blood, which is shed for you." 
The RSV leaves all this out of the text, but 
adds a footnote saying ancient authorities adds 
it. Then why not leave it in the text? Certainly 
the ancient authorities had it in the text, or it 
would not be included in the King James Bible, 
which is based upon older texts than the later 
revisions. See Chapter 5. 


LUKE 22:19. KJV, "And he took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake it, and gave to them, 
saying, This is my body WHICH IS GIVEN FOR 
YOU: THIS DO IN REMEMBRANCE OF ME." 
The RSV omits all in capital letters. This is a 
blow against the atoning work of Christ. 


LUKE 23:45. KJV, "The sun was darkened." 
The RSV says ina footnote: "The sun was e- 
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clipsed." The crucifixion occurred at the time 
of the full moon. Therefore a natural eclipse of 
the sun was impossible. 


LUKE 24:6. KJV, "He is not here, but is 
risen." The RSV omits this statement, and thus 
weakens the testimony of Christ's resurrec- 
tion. Luke 24:12 is also omitted. 


JOHN 1:11. KJV, "He came to his own, and 
his own received him not." RSV, "He came to 
his own home, and his own people received him 
not." Here is a false statement, because this 
world was not the home of the Lord Jesus, 
John 8:23, "I am not of this world," said the 
Lord Jesus. 


JOHN 7:53 to 8:11 and MARK 16:9-20 are 
"taken out of the RSV and placed in the margin. 
Literally hundreds of manuscripts contain 
these verses, and the early church fathers re- 
fer to them hundreds of times. 


ROMANS 9:5. KJV, Concerning the flesh 
Christ came, who is over all, God blessed for- 
ever." RSV, "According to the flesh, is the 
Christ. God who is over all be blessed forever 
NOTE--- These words are twisted in such a 
way that Christ is not God, as is revealed in 
the King James Bible. Take time to consider 
this subtle deception. 


COLOSSIANS 1:14. KJV, "in whom we have 
redemption through his blood." RSV omits 
"through his blood." This omission can be 
traced, as usual, to the manuscripts classed 
as "Neutral Texts" by Westcott and Hort.

You see, a person must be liv- 
ing in order to grow, and a person who is Spir- 
itually alive already has salvation.

Verse 17 
and the Devil will smell it, and flee away, and 
never come again anymore." 


WISDOM 8:19-20. (Here is the basis for the 
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immaculate conception of the Virgin Mary; the 
idea that she was born without being a sinner 
like the rest of Adam's race) "And I was a wit- 
ty child and had received a good soul. And 
whereas I was more good, I came to a body un- 
defiled." 


APOCRYPHA ACCEPTED IN 1546 


The Council of Trent, which was under the 
immediate control and direction of the Pope, 
declared on April 8th 1546, tradition (or the 
unwritten word) and the APOCRYPHA to be 
canonical and authoritative, (1) The word can- 
onical refers to the books of the Bible that were 
recognized by the True Church to be divinely 
inspired.

HOW WE CAN KNOW WHICH 
BIBLE IS THE TRUE WORD OF GOD 


The majority of sincere believers are ina 
state of bewildering confusion today, because 
of the multiplicity of differing Bible Versions 
in circulation. They cannot all be the Word of 
God, because they do not agree with each other. 
Everyone is positive that the original Manu- 
scripts are the true Word of God. But many of 
these original manuscripts were corrupted 
even before the New Testament was completed 
(See 2 Corinthians 4:2) "We have renounced the 
hidden things of dishonesty, not walking in 
craftiness, (i.e. deceit or trickery) nor han- 
dling the Word of God deceitfully; (Greek 
"doloo' to adulterate, or corrupt) but by mani- 
festation of the truth commending ourselves to 
every man's conscience in the sight of God. 


The Lord Jesus said: "The WORDS that I 
speak unto you, they are SPIRIT, and they are 
LIFE," (John 6:63). "Which things also we 
speak, NOT IN THE WORDS WHICH MAN'S 
WISDOM TEACHETH, BUT WHICH THE HOLY 
SPIRIT TEACHETH; comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual," (1 Corinthians 2:13). This be- 
ing true, Scripture Paraphrases, which origi- 
nate in the mind of man cannot be the true 
words of God.

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THE TEXTUS RECEPTUS VINDICAT ED 


The gathering together of the sacred, God 
inspired, manuscripts which fixed the Bible 
canon, was directed by a special act of God's 
providence. It was not done by the decree of 
any church council, nor by formal agreement 
of men. The process was gradual; Spirit di- 
rected, and genuine. 


About all the church councils did was to rec- 
ognize and ratify the judgment of the common 
Christian Body. God's revelation first produced 
its own divine life in men, and then through 
that Spirit regenerated life produced, collected 
its records. So we may sum up the history of 
the Bible Canon by saying it was the gradual 
work of the collective consciousness of the 
early church guided by the Holy Spirit. 


The last of the Apostles to pass away was 
John. His death is usually placed about 100 A, 
D. In his closing days he co-operated in col- 
lecting and forming of those writings we call 
the New Testament, (1). Our King James New 
Testament came to us from the Greek Textus 
Receptus, while the Old Testament came from 
the Massoretic Hebrew text. 


COPIES OF ORIGINAL MANUSCRIPTS 
MADE WITH GREAT CARE 


In making copies of the original manuscripts, 
the Jewish scribes exercised the greatest pos- 
Sible care. When they wrote the name of God in 
any form they were to reverently wipe their 
pen, and wash their whole body before writing 
'Jehovah" lest that holy name should be tainted

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even in writing. The new copy was examined 
and carefully checked with the original almost 
immediately, and it is said that if only one in- 
correct letter was discovered the whole copy 
was rejected. Each new copy had to be maae 
from an approved manuscript, written with a 
Special kind of ink, upon skins made from a 
"clean" animal. The writer had to pronounce 
aloud each word before writing it. In no case 
was the word to be written from memory. They 
counted, not only the words, but every letter, 
and how many times each letter occurred, and 
compared it with the original. 


They ascertained the middle letter of the 
Pentateuch, the middle clause and letter of 
each book, and how many times each letter of 
the alphabet occurs in all the Hebrew scrip- 
tures. Thus, Aleph (A) they tell us, occurs 
42,377 times. Beth (B) 32,218 times. This 
shows how unlikely it is that any considerable 
change could occur when making copies of the 
sacred scriptures, when the intent and purpose 
of the writer was guided by a motive to please 
God. 


FACTS ABOUT THE KING JAMES BIBLE 


The King James Bible contains 3, 568, 489 letters; 
810,697 words; 31, 175 verses; 1,189 chapters. ‘The 
word "Lord" occurs 8,000 times. The word "and" 
occurs 46,627 times. Psalm 118:8 is the middle 
verse. The longest verse is Esther 8:9, the shortest 
verse is John 11:35, while Ezra 7:21 contains all the 
letters of the alphabet except J. The 19th chapter of 
2 Kings, and the 37th chapter of Isaiah are alike 
except the numbering of the last verses. The longest 
name in the Bible is in Isaiah the 8th chapter. 
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The books which make up the Bible were 
written over a period of 1700 years from 1650 
B.C, to 90 A, D., by men who were directly in- 
spired by God. This divine origin has been 
proven over and over again through the uniform 
and unvarying testimonies of the writers who 
support each other by quotations and by the 
testimony of the Lord Jesus. 


John, the apostle, is said to be about the only 
writer of the New Testament who did not die a 
violent death as a martyr. Then, following the 
completion of the New Testament, most of the 
men who translated the Bible manuscripts into 
the language of the common people were put to 
death. History reveals the surprising fact that 
it was members of the clergy, those supposed 
tobe ministers of Christ, who directed and 
carried out the cruel deeds of martyrdom. God 
heard and answered the prayers of these mar- 
tyrs, and today we do have an inspired Bible 
which, in the Textus Receptus, is substantially 
without human contamination. 


EARLY HISTORY OF 
THE GREEK TEXTUS RECEPTUS 


Textus Receptus is the Latin for Received 
Text. This is the Greek Text used as a basis 
for the translation of the King James Bible in 
1611. However, this collection of canonical 
manuscripts, written in the Greek language, did 
not receive the name Textus Receptus until the 
days of the Elzevir brothers in 1624, In the 
preface of their Greek New Testament they 
printed the following words translated into 
English. "Therefore thou has the text (textum ) 
now received (receptum) by all, IN WHICH WE 
GIVE NOTHING ALTERED OR CORRUPT," 
From Textum Receptum came the words we 
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now use as the Textus Receptus, or Received 
Text. 


THE RECEIVED TEXT 
WAS THE GREEK VULGATE 


At first the Textus Receptus, or Received 
Text was known as the Greek Vulgate(1). Vul- 
gate means that which is popular; the usual or 
best known, and most used by the majority of 
the people. This was the text used by the Apos- 
tles in separate manuscript form. When the 
Spirit-directed consciousness of the early 
church gathered these separate God-inspired 
manuscripts into book form, they had the Re- 
ceived Text, the Textus Receptus. 


"QUEEN OF BIBLE VERSIONS 150 A.D, 


A number of good textual authorities state 
that the Bible of the Syrian Church, the Peshit- 
ta, was translated from the Greek Vulgate into 
Syrian about 150 A, D, This view is favored by 
G.H. Gwilliam, learned Syrian scholar and 
editor. His views are supported by Burgon and 
Miller, and others(2). This Peshitta version is 
admired by Syriac scholars as a careful; faith- 
ful; simple; direct; literal version; clear and 
forcefulin style. These characteristics have 
given it the title "Queen of the Versions." 


Antioch was the capital of Syria where the 
early believers were first called Christians, 
(Acts 11:26). In a few years the Syrian believ- 
ers could be numbered by the thousands. Their 
Bible, the Peshitta, even today, generally fol- 
lows the Received Text. This is another proof

that the foundation for the King James Bible is 
older and more reliable than the Vatican manu- 
Script, which was elevated to the chair of au- 
thority by Westcott and Hort. 


THE ITALIC VERSION 157 A.D, 


Italy, France and Great Britain were once 
provinces of the old Roman Empire. Latin was 
then the language of the common people. So the 
first translations of the Bible in these coun- 
tries were made from the Greek Vulgate into 
Latin. One of the first of these Latin Bibles 
was for the Waldenses in northern Italy, trans- 
lated not later than 157 A.D, and was known as 
the Italic Version(1). The renowned scholar 
Beza, states that the Italic Church dates from 
120 A.D. Allix, an outstanding scholar testifies 
that enemies had corrupted many manuscripts, 
while the Italic Church handed them down in 
their apostolic purity(2). 


Kenyon recognizes that the Italic Latin Bible 
was translated from the Received Greek text, 
and states that the Latin Vulgate of Jerome is 
the Itala with the readings of the Received Text 
removed(3). Jerome did not write his Latin 
Vulgate until 382 A D, 


RECEIVED TEXT 
IS OF APOSTOLIC ORIGIN 


Dr. Nolan, who acquired fame for his Greek 
and Latin scholarship, spent 28 years in trac- 
ing the Received Text back to its apostolic 
origin. His searching led him to investigate the 
Bible texts of the Waldenses, who were the lin-

eal descendents of the Italic Church. This being 
done, Dr. Nolan says: "It has supplied him, 
(the author) with the unequivocal testimony of a 
truly apostolic branch of the primitive church; 
that the celebrated text of the Heavenly Witness 
was adopted in the version which prevailed in 
the Latin Church, previous to the introduction 
of the modern vulgate of Jerome(1). This means 
that the Textus Receptus, the basis for the King 
James Bible, has been proven to be in harmony 
with translations which go back to the second 
century. It is important to note here that the 
Sinaitic and Vatican MSS were not brought into 
existence for many years following this, when 
Eusebius copied them for Constantine in 331 
A.D. (2). 


THE OLD LATIN VULGATE 
AGREES WITH THE RECEIVED TEXT 


The text of these oldest Bibles of the Roman 
Province is known as the Old Latin. This Old 
Latin was known as the Latin Vulgate many 
years before the days of Jerome 340-420 A.D. 
This term "Latin Vulgate" referring to the Old 
Latin which was translated from the Received 
Text, was not replaced until April 8th, 1546, 
when, at the Council of Trent Jerome's Re- 
vised Latin was declared to be the authentic 
Bible of the Roman Church. Since then the term

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THE COUNCIL OF TRENT 


The Council of Trent, after a prolonged and 
Stormy session, also issued a decree that the 
entire Old Testament, including the Apocryphal 
Books were to be received and venerated with 
unwritten tradition as the Word of God. It was 
further decreed that, if any one should not re- 
ceive them as such, let him be anathema(1).

WHY THE KING JAMES BIBLE 
STANDS AS THE BEST TRANSLATION 


July 22, 1604, King James of England an- 
nounced that he had appointed 54 Hebrew and 
Greek scholars to produce a Bible, which we 
know today as the King James, or Authorized 
Version. These men were organized into six 
groups which were to meet separately. Two 
groups met at Cambridge, two at Oxford, and 
two at Westminster. Each group was designated 
a certain portion of Scripture to translate into 
the English language. 


They Guarded Against Possible Errors 


Each scholar first made his ówn translation, 
then passed it on to be reviewed by each other 
member of his group. When each section had 
completed a book of the Bible, it was sent to 
the other five groups for their independent crit- 
icism. In this way each book went through the 
hands and minds of the entire body of transla- 
tors. To guard further against possible errors 
another committee was formed by selecting two 
from each of the three companies. Then the 
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entire version came before this select group 
where all differences of opinion were ironed 
out. It put the finishing touches upon the work, 
and in 1611 prepared it for the printers. It was 
athorough work of organized co-operation 
where the direction and discernment of the 
Holy Spirit were desired. 


THEY BELIEVED 
EVERY WORD WAS FROM GOD 


These translators of the King James Bible 
were thus made to realize they were dealing 
with sacred Bible Manuscripts giving words, 
jots and tittles which were God-breathed.

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Chapter 6 


BIBLE GOD WROTE TEACHES SEPARATION 


The Bible God wrote through holy men, does 
not teach ecumenicalism, i.e. that all religious 
systems should be united into one world-wide 
fellowship. Instead, the word of God teaches 
fellowship-separation between true believers 
and false professors. 


Speaking of Pharaoh and his pagan subjects 
God said: "I will put a DIVISION between my 
people and thy people," (Exodus 8:23).

two, and two against three," ( Luke 12:51-53, 
Matthew 10:34-36). 
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AVOID THE UNEQUAL YOKE 


This is what God said through the Apostle 
Paul: "Be ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers: for what fellowship hath right- 
eousness with unrighteousness ? And what com- 
munion hath light with darkness ? And what con- 
cord (agreement) hath Christ with Belial (the 
Devil), or what part hath he that believeth with 
an infidel (an unbeliever) ? 


WHEREFORE COME . 
OUT FROM AMONG THEM 
(From having fellowship with unbelievers), 
and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean, and I will receive you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters, saith the Lord 
God Almighty," (2 Corinthians 6:14-18). 


OUR LORD IS OUTSIDE THE "CAMP" 


"Wherefore Jesus also, that He might sanc- 
tify the people with His own blood, suffered 
outside the gate. Let us go forth therefore, un- 
to Him outside the camp bearing His reproach," 
(Hebrews 13:12-13). The camp in those days 
was apostate Judaism. Today the camp, from 
which our Lord would have us believers sepa- 
rate, is the Ecumenical Movement, i.e. the 
world-wide fellowship with false professors.

Already, before 
our very eyes, we see both the clergy and laity 
turning away from the King James and turning 
to various new versions and paraphrases which 
omit portions of God's word which are essen- 
tial for salvation. The "FAITH" that saves can 
be no more perfect than the word of God from 
which it comes. (See Romans 10:17). The 
preaching of the "CROSS" is to them that per- 
ish foolishness; but unto us which are saved it 
is the power of God (1 Corinthians 1:18). But 
unto the wicked God saith, "What hast thou to 
do to declare my statutes, or that thou 
shouldest take my covenant in thy mouth? See- 
ing thou hatest instruction, and casteth my 
words behind thee," (Psalm 50:16-17). 


THE WORD-HEARING-FAMINE 
IS COMING THROUGH REVISED VERSIONS 


Because the majority of mankind are turning 
away from the TRUE Word of God, as revealed 
in the Greek Textus Receptus and the King 
James Bible; and turning to "man-made" ver- 
sions; it is "high time" to consider the follow- 
ing prophecy: 'Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, that I will send a famine in the land, 
not a famine of bread, nor a thirst for water, 
but of hearing the words of the Lord: And they 
shall wander from sea to sea, and from the 
north even to the east, and they shall run to and 
fro to seek the word of the Lord, AND SHALL 
NOT FIND IT" (Amos 8:11-12). "Whatsoever 
things were written aforetime were written for 
our learning" (Romans 15:4). 
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God has MAGNIFIED HIS WORD above "all" 
His name, (Psalm 138:2). Therefore, the one 
who profanes that Word by manifesting irrev- 
erence and disrespect towards it, by substitut- 
ing Paraphrases and Omissions; "Then" they 
are advancing the "Word-Hearing-Famine" and 
are headed for judgment and chastening. Look 
at John 12:48 and read: 'He that rejecteth Me, 
and (by) receiving not My words, hath one that 
judges him: the Words that I have spoken, the 
same shall judge him in the last day." Here we 
learn that the very Words which have been 
changed and omitted are to be the translator's 
judge in the last day. 


EXAMPLE OF HOW TRUTH 
MAY BE CHANGED INTO AN UNTRUTH 


Paraphrasing, is the substitution of man's 


words in place of the words given by God's In- 
spiration as revealed in 2 Peter 1:21, A trans- 


ition of this kind is not always dependable. 
Sometimes the truth is changed into an untruth. 
You will find a good example of this in Living 
Letters and The Living New Testament by Ken- 
neth N. Taylor. (See Romans 2:11) The King 
James says: ' For there is no respect of per- 
sons with God." The Paraphrase says: 'For 
God treats everyone the same." You see, this 
is positively an UNTRUTH. For God does not 
even treat all believers alike, or the same. 
To prove this, see Revelation 22:12, and Luke 
12:42-48. 


HELP SAVE OUR GOD-GIVEN BIBLE 


Let's pray, plan, work and pull together to 
help save our God-inspired Bible from the 
"scrap-heap' of this mode rn hodge-podge of 
corrupted Revised Bibles. The Greek Textus 
Receptus ought to be used in our Bible Schools 
instead of the text of Nestle or Westcott & Hort 
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Chapter Seven 
PLENARY-VERBAL BIBLE INSPIRATION 


PLENARY means full and complete; critical- 
ly careful to include minute details. VERBAL 
means that the very words of the Bible were 
given to the authors, and not just the ideas they 
convey. The writers were not left to choose the 
words. INSPIRATION refers to the supernatu- 
ral direction, and guidance, which the authors 
of the Bible received by the Holy Spirit, as they 
wrote the "WORDS" of the manuscripts from 
which our Bible was translated. 


EVERY WORD CAME FROM GOD 


"THE WORDS" of the Bible did not originate 
in the minds of the apostles. "Eye hath not seen 
nor ear heard, neither have entered into the 
heart of man, the things which God hath pre- 
pared for them that love Him. But God hath re- 
vealed them unto us (WORD BY WORD) by His 
Spirit....Which things also we speak, NOT IN 
WORDS WHICH MAN'S WISDOM TEACHETH, 
but (WORDS) which the Holy Spirit teacheth, 
(1 Corinthians 2:9-13), 


WORDS CAME FROM GOD THRU MEN 


Every "WORD" of the original manuscripts 


came directly from God through men. "For the 


prophecy (teaching) "CAME" (Greek, was car- 
ried along) not in old time by the will of man: 


No Scripture Came by Man's Will 119 


but holy men of God spake (WORDS) as they 
were "MOVED" (Greek, carried along) by the 
Holy Spirit. NOTE....The words "CAME" and 
"MOVED" are from the same Greek word 
"PHERO," which means to be carried along, as 
a sail-boat is driven before the wind, (2 Peter 
1:21). In Acts 27:15,17, the words 'DRIVE' 
and "DRIVEN" are from the same Greek word 
"PHERO." 


ALL SCRIPTURE is given by INSPIRATION 
of God, (2 Timothy 3:16). Inspiration is from 
the Greek word THEO-PNEUSTOS, THEO is 
from THEOS, which means the true God, and 
PNEUSTOS is from PNEO, which means to 
BLOW, like the wind in John 3:8. "The wind 
BLOWETH where it listeth (or pleases). This 
is how we arrive at the statement: "All Scrip- 
ture is GOD-BREATHED." This is another way 
of saying the writers of the Bible were MOVED 
by the Holy Spirit, so they wrote the WORDS of 
the Bible as they were dictated by God Himself. 


YE SHALL NOT ADD TO GOD'S WORD 
OR DIMINISH OUGHT FROM IT 


"Ye shall not add unto the word which I com- 
mand you, neither shall ye diminish ought from 
it, that ye may keep the commandments of the 
Lord your God which I command you" (Deuter- 
onomy 4:2). 


"Add thou not unto His words, lest He re- 
prove thee, and thou be found a liar" (Prov- 
erbs 30:6). 


"If any man shall take away from the WORDS 
of the book of this prophecy, God shall take 
away his part out of the book of life, and out of 
the holy city, and from the things which are 
written in this book" ( Revelation 22:19). These 
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are the three "SOLDIERS" that guard all Scrip- 
ture. God placed one near the beginning, an- 
other in the middle, and another at the end of 
the Bible. 


"The Scripture cannot be broken" (John 
10:35). Jots and tittles, the smallest parts of 
words, are God-Inspired and cannot be broken 
(orannulled) THE WRITTEN WORD, in the 
original language, is just as perfect and long 
enduring as THE LIVING WORD, who is the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


WORD -BY -WORD-INSPIRATION 
ILLUSTRATED BY THE FORMING OF DEW 


God said through Moses: 'My speech 
(WORDS) shall distil as the "DEW." (Deuter- 
onomy 32:2). Dew is distilled by the condensa- 
tion of water vapor. Water is a symbol of God's 
Word ( Ephesians 5:26; John 3:5; Titus 3:5, etc). 
"When the DEW fell upon the camp in the night 
the MANNA fell upon it" (or with it). (Numbers 
11:9) "And when the DEW that lay was gone up, 
behold, upon the face of the wilderness there 
lay a small, round thing....on the ground. 
They said one to another: "It is MANNA," 
Moses said: "This is the BREAD which the 
Lord hath given you to eat" ( Exodus 16:14-15), 


SPIRITUAL APPLICATION OF THE 
FORMING OF THE DEW AND THE MANNA 


"DEW' (water) represents the Word of God 
and "MANNA" isa type of Christ. Invisible 
Bible doctrines, like uncondensed vapor in the 
air, were distilled by Divine inspiration into 
the "DEW" of God's Word. When the "SUN" 
came up, the "DEW" disappeared, and only the 
"MANNA" could be seen. As a sincere believer 
meditates upon the WORD OF GOD, and obeys 
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it's teaching, the "SUN OF RIGHTEOUSNESS," 
(The Lord Jesus Christ) rises pre-eminently 
in his or her thoughts and affections. Then the 
"WORDS" composed of printer's ink and Bible 
paper (like the dew) is transform ed, by the 
Holy Spirit, into the eternal-life-giving "MAN- 
NA." Everyone who eats this God-Inspired- 
"WORD'-manna by "FAITH" has eternal life, 
and shall not come into condemnation, 


WHEN WE HEAR AND BELIEVE GOD'S WORD 
WE ARE FEEDING UPON CHRIST 


Jesus said: 'Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that 'HEARETH" my word, and "BELIEV- 
ETH" on Him that sent Me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into condemnation; but 
is passed from death unto life" (John 5:24). 


The Lord Jesus continues: "I am the bread of 
life. Your fathers did eat manna in the wilder- 
ness, and are dead. This (referring to Himself) 
is the bread which cometh down from Heaven, 
that a man may eat thereof, and not die. I am 
the LIVING BREAD which came down from 
Heaven: If any man eat of this bread, he shall 
live for ever: and the bread that I will give is 
my flesh, which I will give for the life of the 
world" (John 6:48-51). 


FOR THE UNBELIEVER 
THE SON-OF-GOD NEVER RISES 


To the unbeliever the "MANNA" (Christ) is 
not revealed. All he will ever know is the phys- 
ical word composed of printer's ink and Bible 
paper (1 Corinthians 2:14). But whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the Lord (believing 
His word) shall be saved (Romans 10:13).

It is impossible to be saved without "FAITH," 
and perfect-saving-faith can only be produced 
by the "ONE" Bible God wrote, and that we find 
only in translations which agree with the Greek 
Textus Receptus refused by Westcott and Hort.
